One‘of the worst fires in the district 


‘occured last Saturday night when two 
‘of the finest barns,in this part of Al- | 


| 
'berta were burned to the. ground wth 


‘seventeen head .of pure bred horses, 
.harness, feed and considerable farm 
About. 10.30, 
rest of the family and help had re- 
tired J. G. Clark Jr. noticed a reflec- 
ition of .fire on the window coming 
\from the roof of the horse barn a 
/short distance from the house. An ef- 
fort was made to release the horses 
that were in the stable under‘the fire 

but only two of them could be. untied 
Abe fore the floor of the loft conimenced 
to crumble with the fire. These horses 

became 80 frightened with the smoke 
and fire in the yard that they bolted 
back to their stalls and soon perished 
with the rest.: The fire soon spread to 
the fine cattle barn some thirty feet 
away. but the stock had all been re- 
moved from this before it was de- 
stroyed. The modern hen house soon 
fell a prey to the flames and in the 
morning only one lonely hen was 
found in the yard, this hen had part | 
‘of the feathers burned off her back | 
indicating she had had a narrow es- 
cape. As soon as the fire was dis- 
covered an alarm was sent by tele- 
phone to Wainwright some ten miles 
east.
